This past Sunday, September 8 th , the leadership and catechists of Our Lady of 
the Black Hills gathered for a retreat to discuss The New Evangelization and 
practical ways in which they can "share the good news" THIS YEAR within 
their ministries.

Jesus taught in parables so that those listening would understand. Stories of 
the Native Americans hold their heritage. Parents read stories to their 
children to teach, to inspire, to direct. Stories are powerful! Each of us has a 
story to share. We are called as appointed disciples to witness so that others 
might see Jesus within us thus inspiring them to seek Jesus too. 

Cathleen Denekamp and John Vargo shared their witness stories boldly with 
our group. They prepared, they prayed, they stepped out of their comfort 
zones and shared. Their stories, uniquely beautiful, were incredibly 
powerful! 

We have presented a challenge to our leaders and catechists...To tell their 
witness story at least one time, this year, within their ministry. We have 
provided the tools/guidelines for them to write their stories, an outlet to 
practice, with their prayer partners, and an audience, their ministry. We 
excitedly await the treasures to be told!
